Remarks  of 

BOARD  of  EDUCATION 

OF  TOWN  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 


In  submitting  our  annual  report  of  the  schools  for 
the  past  year,  will  say  that,  although  running  short  of 
money,  we  could  not  give  as  much  schooling  as 
usual,  trust  we  have  given  better  satisfaction  by  secur- 
ing the  best  of  teachers  and  retaining  their  services  if 
possible. 

We  are  glad  to  see  the  interest  the  parents  and 
friends  take,  and  wish  to  impress  on  them  that  time  is 
not  thrown  away  while  spending  it  in  the  schools. 
Make  it  a  rule  to  visit  every  term,  and  if  possible  twice, 
as  the  more  interest  you  take  the  more  our  teachers  and 
pupils  will.  The  child  of  today  will  soon  become  the 
citizen  of  tomorrow.  The  better  advantage  he  has  now 
the  better  advantages  we  will  have  then. 

Equal  rights  and  good  schools  we  want,  and  good 
schools  we  must  have,  and  in  order  to  accomplish  this 
must  raise  money  enough  to  carry  it  out. 

Our  school  houses  are  in  very  good  repair  but 
every  year  something  needs  to  be  done  to  keep  them  so, 
and  it  is  cheaper  in  the  long  run  to  keep  them  painted 
and  repaired  as  needed,  then  let  them  go  as  long  as 
possible  without  doing  anything.     If  we  can  afford  to 


be  taxed  for  other  improvements  needed  in  our  town, 
we  can  afford  to  be  taxed  a  little  more  for  our  schools. 

Our  law  calls  for  every  separate  district  in  our 
state,  not  maintaining  a  high  school,  to  pay  tuition  for 
any  scholar  under  2i  years  of  age  that  enters  any  high 
school  course  in  the  State 

There  is  an  example  of  the  more  we  do  for  our 
schools  .in  town,  the  less  we  will  have  to  pay  other 
towns. 

We  have  lo  scholars  on  Methodist  Hill,  we  are 
having  to  pay  Plainfield  for  schooling,  making  a  bill 
large  enough  to  run  another  school.  Is  it  not  advisable 
to  keep  this  money  in  our  own  town  by  uniting  the 
Potato  Hill  school  with  the  Methodist  Hill  scholars, 
and  by  so  doing  we  could  give  them  more  schooling 
and  better  advantages. 

We  trust  parents  will  endeavor  more  each  year  to 
have  their  children's  names  on  the  roll  of  honor  page. 

We  thank  teachers,  scholars,  parents  and  friends 
for  the  interest  they  have  taken.
